happened: Thc exemption has been 
lowered to 51,000, and the tax has been 
raised to •! per cent. 


Under the federal law a few years 


ago a single person earning $2,000 net 
would have paid an income tax of 
$2.50. 


Today he pays $32.00. 
The Arkansas tax 
law 
formerly 


granted single persons exemption of 
$1,500, with a tax of one per cent. 


Under the Thompson bill the ex- 


emption would bo cut to 51.000, the 
same as thc federal exemption, and 
the tax on thc first few thousand dol- 
lars would be 2 per cent—half the 
federal rate. 


A single person earning $2,000 net 


now pays the Arkansas state govern- 
ment only ?5, compared with $32 for 
the federal government.

code which includes five model acts 
governing ownership and operation of 
automobiles. One of these—the most 
important, in the opinion of Mr. 
Koehler—is the driver's license law. 


A measure for Arkansas, based on 


the model law recommended by the 
national organization, is being spon- 
sored in the legislature by thc Arkan- 
sas Safety Council. It would provide 
for a fee of $1 for n two-year period, 
revocable for conviction for hit-and- 
run driving, driving while drunk, or 
use of a car in commission of a felony.

SAN FRANCISCO. Calif.-(XP)—The

crashing in Texas last April, an air- 
ship technician told a naval inquiry 
court Friday because of a structural 
failure in the same part of Ihe ship 
which gave way and dropped her inlo 
the Pacific Tuesday. 


Lieut. Calvin M. 
Bolster, 
crew 


member, made the statement. 


Bolster said he then recommended 


investigation of the entire slrcnglh of 
the dirigible's fin construction. 
The 


Bureau of Aeronautics made the ex- 
amination,

snid, 
and 
ordered 


strengthening of a suspected girder, 
but ruled that the repair work should 
not be allowed to interfere with the 
,dirigible's operating schedules. 


"This work." said Bolster, "had not 


been 
completed 
when 
the Macon 


started on her last flight." 


The weakness, he said, was in the 


girded in one of the great metal rings 
giving the airship its shape. 


Similar testimony of a

Chief Boatswain's Mate R. J. Davis, 
one of the two men on duty near the 
"casualty" spot in the great dirigible 
when she lunged out of control and 
t-ank off Point Sur, Calif.

Bolster said it was only by "prompt- 


est work on tho part of the crew that 
wore able lo save tho ship" on the 
Texas flight, and keep 
the fin from 


coming off." 


"It is perfectly posible that a de- 


foot, such a small crack, exislcd in 
the fin or fin attachments, but I do 
not Ihink it could have lasted long." 
Bolster testified. "I suppose it is pos- 
sible for progressive blows lo have 
weakened the girder on its lower part, 
but cannot see how these forces could 
have affected the strength of the up- 
per purl of the girder, where the cas- 
ualty occurred." 


Bolster hold that the forward por- 


tion of the top fin was the first to give 
way in the last flight. Davis believed 
il was the after part of tho same fin.

Sterilization Bill 
Is Beaten in House 


Wilson Votes "No" as 


Horse-Race Measure 


Passes Senate 


LITTLE ROCK.— (#>) -^The house 


late Friday defeated Senator Ellis' bill 
lo provide for the sterilization of the 
insane and habitual criminals, and 
reconsidered the previous defeat of 
the senate "hitch-hike" measure and 
passed it, 55 to 40. 


Bu'ckalew of Bon Ion and Christian 


of Yell argued in vain .with the house 
that the sterilization measure would, 
eventually, reduce the "alarming in- 
crease in criminals and insane." The 
vote against the bill was C4 to 29. 


Smith of Randolph, and Tibbies of 


Sharp, both practicing physicians, bit- 
terly opposed the measure and declar- 
ed that its provisions might be taken 
advantage of by normal persons who 
do not desire children and by those 
who might spread social diseases. 


Senator Gatbings' measure, known 


as the hitch-hiker bill because of its 
provision that a guest in an automo- 
bile who is injured in a wreck must 
prove wantonness or gross negligence 
on the part of the driver before there 
can be a recovery for damages was 
passed without much debate after it 
was brought up. 


The house also passed without op- 


position Senator John's measure to 
amend the statutes regulating the for- 
mation of improvement districts in 
cities and towns, to require a two- 
thirds vote of the property owners. 


Meanwhile, Ihe senate ended 
its 


fifth week of the session under the. 
spotlight of statewide interest when it 
passed the Hampton horse race bet-, 
ting bill 23 to 12, and then adopted 
its emergency clause 26 to 9. 


Debate on the measure was short, 


the senate having agreed 
to limit 


each member to five minutes in pre- 
senting his argument. Proponents of 
the measure, sure of their ground 
adopted the "say nothing" policy and 
quietly awaited their time as half a 
dozen opponents spoke against it.
